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DETAILED ACTION 

This office action is in response to the Remarks submitted 4 March 2005. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1, 4, and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Woldenberg et al. (U.S. Patent 5,308,558), as stated in the paper mailed 29 November 2004. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Woldenberg, in 
view of Regel et al. (U.S. Patent 6,265,533), as stated in the paper mailed 29 November 2004. 
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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 4 March 2005 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant contends that Woldenberg does not show the claimed process because nowhere 
in Woldenberg is a process disclosed whereby polycarbonate is introduced direction from its 
process of preparation and in the melt to an injection molding machine, avoiding the granulation 
step. 

Applicant notes that the mixture is formed at room temperature and asserts that room 
temperature conditions preclude polycarbonate in its molten state. This is not persuasive because 
depending on the temperature of the room, a polycarbonate may in fact be able to exist in a 
molten state at "room temperature". 

Applicant separately notes that Woldenberg does not show the key characteristic of the 
claimed process, namely the introducing of polycarbonate in the melt to the injection molding 
machine. This is not persuasive because although Woldenberg describes his molding material as 
a foam comprising polycarbonate, a foam can be described as "a light frothy mass of fine 
bubbles formed in or on the surface of a liquid' (i.e. a melt). Therefore, it is maintained that 
Woldenberg does in fact show introducing polycarbonate in the melt to the injection molding 
machine.
